A Letter from a Catholic Missionary at Macao, 
dated the Ist of Apri!, 1819, gives the follewiag

This re- 
quest having bee. communicated by the govern- 
ment to the Board of the United Foreign Mission- 
ary Suciety, the Rev. Dr. Philip Miiledoler, was 
deputed to Washington, to hold a conference and 
make the necessary arrangements with the head 
men of the tribe. This centerence resulted ina 
covenant, which was concluded on the 21st of last 
moath, between the three principal chiefs (the 
chief, the counsellor, and the warvior,) of the 
Great Osages of the Missouri, on. the ove part, 
and the Rev. Dr. P. Miliedoler, Foeign Secreta- 
ry tt. Unted Foreign. Missionary Suciety, on 
the other part.

The White Bear of Missourt.—The formidable 
animal, the white.or grizly bear, is seldom seen 
below the great bend of the Missouri. Tt is mast 
frequently found at the three forks of this river, 
an‘Lon tha ¥ellow Stene and its branches. This 
bear will usnally attack a man, if approached very 
near. Indians consider. it a great exploit to kill 
one of them. When they are alarmed, they rise 
completely erect on their hind legs, and dart for- 
werd by jumps.. They move muctr swifter than a 
Nan canrun, rushing forward with the utmost fe- 
rocity, with their mouths wide open, and snapping 
their teeth, which makes a noise like theghutting 
ofa sieel trap. A man attacked by one of them 
on the open plains of Missouri, has. but little 
chance of escape, if there be neither tree to climb, 
nor water to make to. The tenacity of life in these 
avimals has been exaggerated, but is very remarka- 
bie. As many as thirteen balls have been put into 
thers without killing them ; but there are also in- 
stances. of their being killed by two balls, or even 
one ball. Their most mortal part is directly un- 
dertheear. They attack and kill a buffalo drac- 
ging him to their haunta, where they bury if they 
(lo net wish to eat hiin—These ,animals are so: 
fierce, ardent and furious, that they. soen exhaust.

Indiana onshorseback, A. party of three: or four 
men, well mounted, approach the bear, and one of, 
them provokes him: te.pursue him ; which he dbes 
with his utmest force, ‘Fhe horseman, to avoid 
the bear, has to-put his horse tohis metal; he leads 
him round a-circle, towards his companions,.one 
of whom provokes him. He is.easily made quit 
the, old pursuit aud join in. the new,. and. is azain 
led round, and is induced to pursue a fresh: horse,

Resolved, That this House has learned with 
unfeigned and deep regret, that the late endea- 
vors to frame an arrangement which nnght avert 
the necessity of a pablic inquiry into the informa- 
tion laid before the two Tincees of Parliameat, 
have not led to that amicable adjustment of the 
existing difference in the Royal Family which 
was so abxiously desired by Parliament and the 
nation, — 

That this Honse, fully sensible of the objec 
tions which the Queen might justly feel to taking 
upon herself the relinqnishment of any points in 
which she might have conceived her own digniiy 
and hosor to be involved, yet feeling the inesti- 
mable importance of an amicable and final adjust 
iment of the present unhappy differences, can. 
not forbear declaring its opinion, thet when such 
large advances have been made towards that ob 
ject, her Majesty, by yielding to the earnest so 
licitude of the House of Commons, and forbear. 
ing to press further the adoption of those propasi- 
‘tons oa which any material difference of opinion 
yet remains, would by no means be nnderstood 
to indicate any wish to shrink from inquiry, bot 
would only be deemed to afford a renewed proof 
of the desire which her Majesty has been gra- 
clously pleased to express, to submit her own 
wishes to the aéthority of Parliament ; thereby 
entitling herself to the grateful acknowledgments 
of the House of Commons, and sparing this 
House the painfal necessity of those pablic dis- 
cussions, which, whatever might be their ulti. 
mate result, could not buat be distressing to her 
Majesty’s feelings.”

© It shows the House of Commons to he the 
faithful representative of that generous people, to 
whom I owe a debt of gratitate that can never 
be repaid. am sensible, too, that I expese my- 
self to the risk of displeasing those who may 
soon be the judges of my condoct. Bat I trust 
to their candor and their sense of honour, confi- 
demt that they will enter into the feelings which 
alone influence my determination. 

© It would ill becomne me to question the power 
of Parliament, or the mode in which it may at 
any time be exercised. But however strongly I 
may feel the necessity of submitting to its authori- 
ty 5 the question whether [ will make myself a 
party to any measure proposed must be decided 
K my own feelings end conscience, and by them 
atone, 

‘“‘Asasnbject of the state, I shall bow with 
deference, and if possible, without a murmur, to 
every act of the sovereign authority. But as an 
accused and injured Queen. Lowe it to the king, 
to myself, and to all my fellow subjects, not to 
consent to the sacrifice of any essential privilege,

The streets are paraded by the na- 
tional guards. The king bas thanked the oflicers 
of several corps for performiog their duty.” 
An officer, decorated with the star of the legion 
of honor, had been found in the Seise, supposed 
to have been knocked off bis horse by the popu 
lace, and thrown intotheriver. Anatlemnt was 
made to fire the huuse of * her royal highness, 
madame,” by throwing in combustibles through 
a window, sod partially successful tothe place to 
which they wete communicated.
